"Sigsbeo begins tomorrow with divers 
sent him from the United States to re- 
cover all the bodies still left in the wreck 
of tho Maine, as well as the personal 
effects of officers and men, and whatever 
else can bo obtained In that way. After 
that ia completed theSpanisb government 
would like to uclte with rnrs In having 
tho tottorn of the ship and harbor in the 
vicinity jointly examined." The follow- 
ing answer was sent: "The government 
of the United States has already began 
investigation aa to the oaose of tbe disas- 
ter to the Maine through officers of the 
navy, especially appointed for that pur- 
pose, which will proceed Independently, 
This go-ernmeDt will afford every facility 
it can to the Spanl-b authorities In what- 
ever Investigation they may see fit to 
make on their part,

It is 
claimed, however, by the officials ot the 
department of agriculture that this Is 
simply a subterfnge on the part of Ger- 
many to enable her to exolnde Amerioan 
products from her home market. The 
great favor whioh onr fruits and other 
agricultural products find in tne«e_mar- 
koti is viewed with alarm by the agricul- 
tural olaises of Germany, and they have 
not, in the last two years, lost an oppor- 
tunity to narrass and distress our export- 
ers 
A similar edict was Issued against 


the Importation of our meat products 
sometime ago, ridiculous and useless re- 
strictions being placed on Amerioan 
meats, and onr diplomatic officers have 
been able to make but lltte progress in 
having thorn removed 
This new indica- 


tion of hostility suggests that the Ger- 
mans are simply seekfng a pretext to keep 
out Amerioan goods and It Is thought 
that the time has arrived for this govern- 
ment to tako prompt and vigorons action 
In the matter. It is probable that unless 
Germany prcmpt'y receded trom her posi- 
tion, as soon as the loots in the case are 
determined, tbe president may institute 
sharp retaliatory measures. This he ie 
amply empowered to do under tbe present 
tariff law, as if the German regulations 
as recently announced are enforced, they 
will be clearly in violation of our com- 
mercial treaty rights with that nation.

Engineer George Dempiey told what be 
knew of the accident. Raymond Van- 
brunt, a switchman said that the boy bad 
been in tbe babit of ridiug on tbe cars 
and that the accident was tbe boy's own 
fault. J. L. Kemp, tbe father of tbe boy, 
testified (hat bis son had been warned 
about riding on the oars and that he was 
about to make an application for a situa- 
tion of switchman.

All of the 
witnesses expressed themselves as being 
of tbe opinion that the accident was not 
due to any fault of tha railroad men and 
that it was ontlrely the boy's own fault.
